Blame airport foes for

The U.S. Department of 
Transportation has recom- 
mended that St. Louis be 
eliminated from a list of cities 
under consideration for direct 
transatlantic airline service, it 
was announced Friday. 

IMPACT, an organization 
seeking to preserve and im- 
prove Lambert Field while 
proceeding with a major new 
international airport for St. 
Louis at Columbia-Waterloo, 
Said it learned the decision was 
contained in a formal letter 
from the Department of 
Transportation to Ross 
Newmann, associate chief 
administrative law judge of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 


‘The report also was contained 
in the current edition of an 
aviation industry trade 


publication, ‘‘Aviation Week where to build a second major 
airport—has led directly to this 


and Space Technology.”” 

The Civil Aeronautics Board 
staff had recommended that 
direct transatlantic routes be 
awarded to Atlanta, Celeviand, 
Dallas-Fort Worth, Houston, 
Pittsburgh and St. Louis, The 
Department of Transportation 
agreed with all of the recom- 
mendations except St. Louis.

Electronics seen as way 
to reduce travel volume 


By the year 2000, convenient 
teletransportation services in 
the U.S. could reduce tran- 
sportation activities from the 
current 20 per cent of gross 
national product to ten per cent, 
in the opinion of George Arnold, 
associate professor of 
engineering at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 
“As transportation fuels and 
the vehicles themselves become 
people © will 
Jook for alternatives to travel,” 
the SIUE scientist believes. 
“The magic of electronics will 
provide substantial diversion of 


I people from excessive use of the 


automobile. Tele-communic- 
ation, to some extent, will 
“substitute for transportation. 

“If work, schooling, health 
care, banking and .en- 
tertainment could be as close as 
the living room, or within safe 
walking distance,” Arnold says, 
“then almost everyone—in 
cities, suburbs and rural set- 
tings—could have  tran- 
sportation needs satisfied 
without daily use of personal 
vehicles. 

“Our streets and highways 
would be used mostly for 
delivery of commodities. Being 
relatively clear of passenger 
movement, they would allow 
faster delivery for future 
generations.” 

The SIUE environmental 
engineer has just returned from 
the National Aeronautical and 
Space Administration (NASA) 
Langley Research Center at 
Hampton, Va., where he spent 
11 weeks on a 20-man team of 
engineering systems design 
fellows working on plans to 
alleviate air and ground 
transportation problems. The 
fellowships were provided by 
NASA and the American 
Society for Engineering 
Education and were hosted by 
Old Dominion University at 
Norfolk. 

“The greatest fallacy that has 
been espoused regarding 
economic growth and tran- 
sportation is that traffic 
congestion, the prolonged air 
traffic patterns, the delays and 
dangers of transportation can 
readily be cured by creating 
more transportation,” Arnold 
said. 

“In today’s transportation 
systems, we are no longer 
primarily concerned with 
moving muscles, but with 
moving information from place 
to place. 

“In the mid-1970s we have 
greater technological capability 
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to transport information, 
thereby reducing the need to 
move people physically from 
one location to another. 


“It has become commonplace ~ 


and comimon sense today to 
substitute electronics—the use 
of - telecommunications 
equipment ranging from 
tele es to communications 
satellites—for the physical 
movement of people, papers 
and events,” Arnold says. 

“It has been said that we are 
in a communications revolution 
or communications explosion,” 
Arnold commented. ‘‘Whatever 
it is, people of the U.S. must 
keep abreast of world progress 
and competition; otherwise, the 
one-world language might some 
day be Russian or Oriental 
instead of English.” 

Few people consider the cost 
of electronic. hardware an 
impediment to future two-way 
TV communications in the 
home, the SIUE professor said. 

“The research will be ex- 
pensive but it will be spread out 
among many millions of 
customers and will be a smal] 
part of the household cast.” 

‘Telecommunications could be 
the first major move toward 
reducing, rather than con- 
tinuously expanding, con- 
sumption of energy. and raw 
materials, Arnold believes. 

“Telecommuting takes only 
four per cent of the energy of a 
private auto in intra-urban 
situations. And for the long 
term, it could signal a shift in 
our social and economic goals to 
give human values priority over 
those of the machine. 

“Implicit in the concept of 
teletransportation is the 
potential for a new kind of social 
structure—the 
interconnected, physically 

dispersed society,”’ Arnold said. 

In a report to NASA-ASEE, 
Arnold suggests that ‘‘NASA’s 
actual demonstration of elec- 
tronic systems on a commercial 
scale would be beneficial. 
NASA has a record of success 
with advanced technologies and 
is in an advantageous situation 
to utilize its remarkable skills 
and innovations to continue to 
help earth-bound creatures as 
well as spacemen. 

“It (NASA) should help the 
average citizen trade off some 
automotive congestion and 
frustration and get, instead, 
more | electronic fingertip 
conveniences in the quietness of 
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electronically, 


the living room.” 

Although telecommunications 
cannot replace all conventional 
travel, Arnold said, they .can 
reduce the need to make further 
massive outlays on superhigh- 
ways for “predicted” traffic. 

“We can save some of that 
land that would thus be covered 
with concrete and asphalt and 
use it instead for tennis courts 
and gardens, or even soybeans 
to relieve the grain shortage.”

28th-State intersection has 
shown that the stop sign 
governing southwest-bound 
traffic has little effect on 
slowing traffic. * 

Most motorists aj 
the sign at high speed, braked 
rapidly to a partial stop and 
then accelerated, returning to 
their original speed within a few 
seconds. Many cars .actually 
had their speed reduced, from 
the time of braking unti) full 
speed was resumed, for less 
than 50 yards. 

The afternodn study showed 
an.average of one car each 15 
seconds being stopped on State 
Stréet at the intersection. The 


count was taken prior to the end 


of classes at GCHS South, after 
which traffic increased further. 

National studies have shown 
that automobiles waste great 
amounts of gasoline halting for 
stop signs and then accelerating 
rapidly to their original speeds. 

Criticism about stop signs has 
not been limited to Granite City. 

One Madison resident has 
commented that “‘our aldegmen 
seem to be going for a goal of a 
stop sign at every corner, and 
they are pretty close to 
achieving it 

Accidents at specific 
locations often lead to the 
suggestion of stop signs, usually 
quickly transformed into reality 
by ‘‘aldermanic courtesy” 
procedures. 

Advocates of numerous stops 
say this is the best way to 
protect children and other 
pedestrians. 

Traffic engineers prefer 
police patrols as the way to 
enforce speed limits. They say 
congestion is dimnished by 
péditing, rather than impeding, 
the flow of vehicular traffic 
along non-stop arteries.

rates lower 


Reorganization of the Granite 
City Police Department earlier 
this year has resulted in a 
decrease in major crimes in the 
city, Granite City Police Chief 
Ronald Veizer said after 
studying a report issued by the 
Illinois Department of Law 
Enforcement, Bureau of 
Identification. 

The number of major crimes 
during the first six months of 
this year decreased to 1,243 
from 1,305 during the same 
period of 1973 

The crime rate also 
decreased from 3,206.4 major 
ctimes Per 100,000 people in the 
first six months of 1973 to 
3,054.1. 

Murder declined from one 
last year to ndne this year, 
robberies from 24 to 22, assaults 
were down from 24 to 20 and 
burglaries from 477 to 407. 

Increases were shown in: 
rape, from one to two; thefts, up 
from 611 to 664, and vehicle 
thefts, up, from 117 to 128. 

Veizer said efforts to keep 
more patrolmen on the streets 
at all times, plus increased 
efforts by each patrolman, are 
believed responsible for the 
improvement in the city’s crime 
statistics. 

The number of crimes in the 
first half of this year for 
unincorporated areas protected 
by the Madison County Sheriff's 
Department declined from 1,036 
in the first half of last year to 
765 in the same period this year, 
according to the report. 

Crime declined in all 
categories except murder and 
rape in the county. Murder 
increased from two to five; four 
have been defined as murder-

Tax funds raised by the levy 
will apply against a 1974-75 
budget of $1,060,162 approved in 
July. The difference between 
the levy and the amount of the 
budget will be paid from 
city revenue in the fo;-m of state 
sales and income taxes, license 
feés, permits and sources other 
than taxation. 

Only minor changes occurred 
in the levies for nine of the 
special accounts, while the 
levies in three other accounts 
were unchanged from last year. 

In addition to the taxes ex- 
tended by levy, the ordinance 
also - includes ‘provisions for 
extension of a 5-cent rate for the 
working cash fund. 

‘The levy ordinance itemized a 
total of $744,033 needed in the 
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general fund, but deducts from 
this amount the anticipated 
reveriue from other sources 
amounting to $632,570, leaving 
the $45,600 needed to be raised 
by taxation. Last year’s general 
fund levy was $49,250. 

In the special accounts, the 
levy includes $1,500 for 
auditing, $18,250 for street 
purposes, $27,280 ‘for fire 
protection, $27,380 for , police 
protection, $10,180 for liability 
insurance, $3,400 for public 
improvements, $40,000 for 
police pensions, $36,500 for 
garbage collection, $21,900 for 
the public library, $1,500 for 
civil defense, $16,430 for 
recreation and $50,000 forthe 
municipal retirement fund.

With the high cost of 
production of field crops, it is 
important that high quality seed 
be used. With wheat seeding 
time near, now is the time to be 
considering the source of wheat 
seed. 


Many farmers in Madison 
County save their own’ wheat 
seed. To be sure that you are 
seeding good seed, you may 
want to rm a germination test, 

Madison County farmers can 
send wheat samples to: State of 
Illinois, Department of 
Agriculture, Division of Plant 
Industry, Emmerson Building, 
Fairgrounds, Springfield, Ill., 
for a germination test. 

There is no charge for the 
first five samples sent to the 
laboratory each year by ‘an 
individual farmer. After five 
samples, the regular fee is $2 
for purity analysis and $2 for a 
germination test. 

The laboratory requires 1% 
pounds of wheat, oats, rye or 
barley for a purity and ger- 
mination test. 

Any samples sent to 
Springfield for germination 
testing should be properly in- 
dentified with the name and 
address of the sender. 


+++ 

What is the best date to seed 
wheat in Madison County? The 
answer to this will depend on 
the variety of wheat you plan to 
use this fall. 

For a wheat variety 
susceptible to Hessian Fly 
damage, you should not seed 
before fly free date. If you plan 
to seed ahead of fly free date, 
you must use a fly resistant 
variety. 

Fly free date for Madison 
County is Oct. 7 to 9 this year. 

University of Illinois en- 
tomologists report that Hessian 
Fly populations in wheat are 


low this year over the state. 
However,’ this section of the 
state has the highest fly count 
this year of any area in Illinois. 

Even though fly populations 
are low this year, it is a good 
idea to use good management 
and avoid any potential fly 
problems in wheat fields. 

To avoid fly buildup, it is a 
good idea to ‘destroy all 
volunteer wheat by mid- 
September. 

Volunteer wheat provides a 
place for fall buildup of Hessian 
flies, resulting in an increased 
number next spring. Volunteer 
wheat éan. benefit the fly as 
much as early seeding. 

Seed wheat on or after the fly 
free date. Such dates depend on 
latitude. s 

The flies emerge first in the 
northern counties and progress 
southward ftom mid-September 
to mid-October. 

If you do seed early, use a 
resistant variety. Soft wheats 
such as Abe, Arthur 71, Benhur, 
Knox 62 or Oasis and the hard 
wheat Parker are reasonably 
resistant. 

The Hessian fly is continually 
developing new races. A new 
race is sometimes able to 
survive on a resistant variety. 

Therefore, observe the fly 
free date as best you can even 
when using a resistant variety. 

+++ 

Each year with the first cool 
weather in the fall, insects start 
moving - inside ‘for winter 
protection. 

If this is a problem for you 
each fall, you will want to spray 
the outside foundation of you 
home to prevent insect in- 
vasion. 

Ants, spiders, crickets and 
other crawling pests can be 
controlled by spraying the 
foundation with a one per cent 
emulsion of chlordane and 
water. 

Spray the outside foundation 
wall of the home from the 
ground to the sill or about a foot 
above the ground. In addition, 
spray 3 to 6 inches of the soil 
adjacent to the wall as well as 
the expansion joints along the 
porches and steps. 

You can obtain additional 
information about using a 
foundation spray by requesting 
a copy of Circular 887 ‘Keeping 
Outdoor Pests Out of Your 
Home” from the University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension 
office, 900 Hillsboro, Edwards- 
ville.

Madison Community Unit 
District 12 schools have an- 
nounced their policy for free 
milk and free meals for children 
unable to pay the full price of 
meals and milk served under 
the National School Lunch and 
Special Milk programs. 

School officials have adopted 
the following family size and 
income criteria for deter- 
mining eligibility: Family size 
of one through 12, income 
determining eligibility for free 
meals, $2,910, $3,830, $4,740, 
$5,640, $6,480, $7,310, $8,060, 
$8,810, $9,510, $10,190, $10,860, 
$11,530. 

For each additional family 
member the limits njge $670 for 
free meals. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the levels 
shown are eligible for free 
meals and free milk. In ad- 
families not meeting 
these criteria but with other 
unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, shelter costs in excess 
of 30 per cent of income, special 
edueation expenses-due to the 
mental or physical condition of 
a child, and disaster or casualty 
losses are urged to apply 

Application forms are being 

sent to all homes in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are 
available at the principal’s 
office in each school. The. in- 
formation provided on the 
application is confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted 
at any time during the year. 
_ In certain cases, foster 
children also are eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has 
foster children living with them 
and wishes to apply for such 
meals and milk for them, it 
should contact the school. 

All children are treated the 
same regardless of ability to 
pay. In the operation. of child 
nutrition programs, no child 
will be discriminated against 
because of his race, sex, color, 
or national origin.

Viral disease kills some “ts 


animals on Illinois farms

Pseudorabies, or Aujeszky's 
disease, or the “mad itch” is a 
viral disease usually fatal to 
young pigs and heifers. Reports 
of it are rare in the U.S. 

However, during the first six 
months of 1974, severe losses of 
swine have occurred on 10 
farms in two Central Illinois 
counties. 

Of 1,800 pigs under. seven 
weeks of age which were on the 
farms during this period, 1,400 
died of the disease, according to 
the Illinois Department of 
Agriculture. 

An additional 55 litters 
farrowed during the outbreaks 
were born dead, and 13 dogs 
living on these farms and 
exhibiting symptoms of the 
“mad itch” also died. The 
counties affected were Pike and 
Calhoun. 

“This an unusual oc- 
currence,” explained Dr. Paul 
Doby, head of the IDA division 
of meat, poultry and livestock 
inspection. “This is the first 
time I've been aware of 
anything of this magnitude.” 

Doby pointed out that the 
disease is genepally reported 
when swine have been placed in 
a cattle feed lot following the 
cattle, which are more 
susceptible to it. Older swine 
are primary carriers of the 
disease, and abortion problems 
are prevalent.

limit on no-bid purchases 


A proposal that the ‘Granite 
City Board of Education revise 
its policy calling for prior board 

~/approval “of all purchases of 

- more than $150, except: in 
emergency situations, has been 
referred by the board to” its 
policy committee, 

Dr. George Moore Sr. cited 
several emergency purchases 
of over $150 which were being 
resented. for approval and 
Tequested that the $150 figure be 
increased. 

“Inflation is pushing 
everything up so fast, I don’t 
think we can hold to the $150 
figure,” he said in suggesting 
the issue be referred to the 
policy committee. 

Board Treasurer L. Monroe 
Worthen responded, ‘The intent 
is to curtail the outright pur- 
chases of ‘things, not on an 
emergency basis, of all the 
things they "(the ad- 
ministration) just do not want to 
bother to bid. At this point, Iam. 
not convinced at all. this is 
necessary.”” 

It was noted that the limit for 
purchases without bidding, 
except in emergencies, in the 
state government is $2,500 and. 
the board of education could go 
as high as that figure, if it sees 
fit. 

After discussion, Worthen 
voted with the remainder of the 
board to refer the issue to the 
policy committee for.study and 
a recommendation.

More than $3 million in ad- 
ditional state support will begin 
flowing out to Illinois day care 
centers serving low-income 
families within the next few 
weeks, according to Mary Lee 
Leahy, acting director of the 
state Department of Children 
and Family Services (DCFS). 

About $2 million will be 
pumped into about 100 centers 
under a new rate system which 
took effect Sept. 1, Mrs. Leahy 


said. The department will’ 


purchase a guaranteed number 
of child care spaces from each 
center. 

Included is the Alton Day 
Care Center. y 

Reimbursement. will” range 
from $5.50 per child per day in 
Southern Illinois to $7.50 per day 
in Chicago and Northern 
Illinois. 

Some: centers which provide 
infant care or special services 
through a central agency ad- 
ministration may receive even 
higher rates, Mrs. Leahy noted. 

Previously, DCFS financial 
support to day care centers was 
based on annual budgets sub- 
mitted by the centers.

Accident injuries rise 


The number of persons in- 
jured in traffic accidents in the 
Quad-City area during August 
was more than double that of 
the same month a year ago, 
while the number of accidents 
increased 61 per cent over those 
of August 1973, according to 
statistics compiled by the 
Press-Record. 

A total of 98 persons was 
injured in August traffic ac- 
cidents this year, compared to 
44 ‘injuries in accidents in 
August last year, the statistics 
show. The 98 injuries occurred 
in 63 accidents, while last year’s 
44 August injuries resulted in 39 
accidents. - 

Both the number of accidents 
and resulting injuries last 
month also represented a sharp 


jump over those of the previous 
month of July when 45 persons 
were injured in 44 accidents. 

Two persons were killed in 
area traffic accidents during 
August, a decrease of one from 
the three persons injured fatally 
in accidents in August 1973. The 
fatalities also were a decline of 
one below this year’s three 
fatalities in July. 

The 63 August accidents 
brought to 419 the total number 
of mishaps in the area so far 
this year, while the 98 injuries in 
August brought the total in- 
juries for the year to 564. 

The total of 18 fatalities 
during the first eight months of 
the year is an increase of one 
over the 17 fatalities recorded at 
the same time a year ago.

Law schools overcrowded Law to require campaign 
finance reports in detail 


Two major problems facin, 
the legal profession are toe 
many students wanting into law 
schools and the bar 
examination after law school, 


according to Vincént C. Immel, 


professor of law at St. Louis 3 


University, 

Immel spoke to the Breakfast 
Kiwanis club meeting Thursday 
in Charlie’s Restaurant. 

“In 1968 there were 63,000 law 
students and in 1973 this number 
increased to 106,000,” Immel 
noted. 

Immel said that St. Louis 
University has increased the 
number of law students to 180 
and this “number crowds the 
school’s facilities. The 
university has between 1,600 to 
1,800 applicants wanting into 
the law school each year. 

He said the number of women 
entering the field is increasing. 
In 1968, 6 per cent of the 
students were women. This has 
increased to 20 per cent today. 

Getting into law school 
generally depends on two areas, 
a person’s undergraduate grade 
level and the score on the law 
school admissions examination 
which primarily tests a’person’s 
analytical ability and reading 
skills. 

This, according to Immel, 
requires a good primary 
‘education. 

He said that at St. Louis 
University efforts are made to 
take into consideration human 
factors of the individual and not 
simply cold statistics.

A special. summer program 
has brought people into the law 
school who otherwise might 
have been ‘rejected due to low 
‘scores on an admissions test;

A few states, such as 
Wisconsin, are admitting 
graduates of their particular 
state law schools to practice in 
that state without a bar exam. 

Immel has been admitted to 
the bars of Ohio, Missouri and 
the U. S. Supreme Court and 
was dean of St. Louis University 
Law school from 1962 until 1969.

Landmark Illinois legislation 
requiring campaign financing 
disclosure, signed last week by 
Gov. Daniel Walker, will go into 
effect for state office candidates 


Oct. 1.and for local and county ‘ 


candidates on Jan. 1. 

The law requires that all 
candidatés nd campaign 
committees raising or spending 
over $1,000 register with the 


\ State Board of Elections. 


Statewide referendum 
campaign groups which raise or 
spend more than $3,000 also 
must register. 

Committees and candidates 
must file an annual report of 
contributions and ‘spending at 
the end of each fiscal year and 
additional reports ‘of con- 
tributions 15 days prior to and 90 
days following an election. 

The contributions reports — 
both annual reports and election 
reports — must include: 

—Funds on hand at the 
beginning of the reporting 
period. 

—Total receipts during the 
reporting period. 

—Identification of all con- 
tributors donating or lending an 
aggregate of more than $150 
annually, including the services 
of employes donated by their 
employer, and the aggregate 
amount. 

—tIdentification and amount 
of funds transferred from other 
political committees. 

—Total sales of fund-raising 
tickets and campaign items 

Additionally, the annual 
report. of campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures will 
include: 

—Total expenditures during 
the reporting period. 

—lIdentification, amount and 
purpose of all ‘expenditures, 
including personal services 

—Identification and amount 
of all outStanding debts in ex- 
cess of $150 at the end of the 
reporting period 

‘The report of contributors to 
be filed before and after an 
election must be updated within 
two business days of any con- 
tribution of more than $500. 

The maximum penalty for 
failing to file or filing a false or 
incomplete report is a $500 fine 
and a six-month jail term. 

In addition, political com- 
mittees are required to keep 
records of total contributions, 
identifying each contribution

employes, prohibitions against 
patronage abuses, an office to 
root out official corruption, and 
impartial, - professional 
selection of consulting engineer 
contractors.

Stevenson edging toward conservative 
image, may beat challenger decisively 


By KEN WATSON

The Statehouse ‘politeal . 
scoreboard has marked. up 
another , big inning for 
Democratic U. S. Senator Adlai 
E. Stevenson in his~ election 
contest with Republican 
challenger George Burditt. 

The Capitol consensus is that 
Stevenson added to his already 
substantial lead over Burditt 
over the Labor Day weekend by 
taking a strong stand against 
any form of amnesty-for draft, 
evaders. 

During a Bloomington ap- 
pearance, Stevenson expressed 
doubts about President Ford’s 
proposal for limited amnesty 
for draft evaders permitting 
them to clear their records by 
performing some alternative 
national service. 

Stevenson said the matter 
should be left to the courts. 

Although some polls show an 
apparent softening of. resent- 
ment by many Americans 
against those who fled the 
country rather than serve 
during ‘the Vietnam war, most 
students of Illinois politics 
believe amnesty is still a sen- 
sitive issue in this state. 

Veterans’ organizations 


td eT tot) | 
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remain a force gf political 
significance in Illinois and are 
strongly opposed to any form of 
amnesty. 

Stevenson's strong position is 
considered likely to win him 
votes from some veterans who 
might ordinarily vote 
Republican: 

There is little doubt that the 
vast majority of World War IT 
veterans take a ding view of 
amnesty. Families of younger 
men who went to Vietnam also 
feel strongly on the issue. 

There is some dismay among 
Burditt supporters that has 
apparently let Stevenson score 
with the amnesty issue. 


In a Chicago area press, 


conference, Burditt withheld 
immediate comment on 
President Ford's“proposal and 
adopted a wait-and-see attitude, 
explaining that he wants ‘‘to get 
all the facts” before taking a 
position. 

This is typical of Burditt, long 
recognized as one of the best 
members of the Illinois 


_legislature. But, unfortunately, 


statesmanship is not always 
good politics. 

The -Burditt campaign has 
had difficulty getting off the 
ground. Unless he manages to 
seize the initiative some way or 
other before long, the election 
will be conceded to Stevenson 
long before Nov. 5. 

Burditt admittedly is on a 
tough spot on the amnesty issue. 
If he should come out flatly 
against it, obviously the 
politically popular thing to do, 
he runs the risk of being in 
opposition to the county's 
popular new Republican 
President. 

Stevenson has little to risk in 
this regard, since it is assumed 
that most Republicans will vote 
against him, anyway. 

‘Also, by being strong against 
amnesty, Stevenson also fur- 
ther erases a once-held image of 
him as a liberal and strengthens 
his new role as an increasingly 
conservative Democrat. 

This is important, as some 
studies show the American 
people retaining a conservative 
stance regardless of political 
affiliation.

Disclosure law will help encourage 
ethical conduct by public officials 


By GOVERNOR 
DAN WALKER 

With the signing of the bill 
requiring full campaign 
financing disclosure, Illinois 
now moves to the forefront 
among the 50 states in setting 
ethics requirements for public 
officials and public employes. 

This is perhaps the single 
most important piece of 
legislation to become law in 
Illinois in at least the last half 
decade, maybe longer. 

For at least that long, 
politicians around the state 
have resisted it. It is legislation 
long overdue. 

Voluntary disclosure never 
worked. No one could ever be 
sure there was full disclosure; 
and when only one official 
would do it, that one official was 
at a serious disadvantage. 

I tried to get my opponents to 
join with me in a program in 
which we would all make 
campaign financing \disclosure 
on a voluntary basis, but they 
declined. . 

With this law, we have 
achieved fairness. Everyone — 
contributors and public officials 
— knows the rules and knows 
the penalties from the\start. 

All contributions of $150 or 
more have to be disclosed. And 
the contributions have ‘to be 
reported before an election. 

This legislation will be a great 
deterrent to the possible 


corruption of public officials. | 


I promised when I first an- 
nounced my candidacy for 
governor — three years and 10 
months ago — that honesty in 
government would be my ‘top 
priority. : 

As a result of executive or. 
ders I have issued and the 
legislation I. have signed, we 
will have moved Illinois from 
the category of ‘wide open, 
anything goes” to the forefront 
of ethics.

1. Full campaign financing
